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‘My car was 
pushed into 
lorry’s path’ 


A TERRIFIED motorist in¬ 
volved in a hit-and-run col¬ 
lision was shunted into the 
path of an oncoming lorry 
- and her car has been com¬ 
pletely written off. 

Kerry Young, 50, says she 
was waiting to pull out of the 
Dullingham Road junction 
into Newmarket High Street, 
to turn into Birdcage Walk, 
when she was hit by the car 
in the queueing traffic behind 
her. 

The force of the crash 
shunted her convertible Ford 
KA out into oncoming traf¬ 
fic and an HGV had to brake 
sharply to avoid hitting her. 

Mrs Young is appealing for 
witnesses to the crash, which 
happened at about 8am on 
Wednesday, October 1. 

She said: “It came out of no¬ 
where and I was pushed out 
into the road so the lorry had 
to stop. I was so close to the

lorry that I couldn’t even see 
the driver. 

“I quickly moved my car 
away up to Birdcage Walk and 
parked safely so people could 
get past me and I didn’t cause 
another accident. 

“I got out and had a look 
at the damage but the per¬ 
son who hit me was nowhere 
to be seen. They had fled the 
scene.” 

The boot of Mrs Young’s car 
had crumpled from the crash 
and her fog light had been 
smashed and was hanging off. 

Mrs Young, of Broad Street, 
Haverhill, added: “It didn’t 
look like a lot of damage had 
been done but the damage 
was substantial. 

“My lovely little car, which 
I haven’t finished paying for 
yet, has now been written off. 


I completely relied on the car 
for work. 

“I have had to pay out for 
my excess, and the small 
amount I have been offered 
will go directly to the finance 
company” 

Although the junction was 
busy on the morning of the 
accident, no-one has come 
forward as a witness to the 
crash, said Mrs Young. 

She added: “To those who 
witnessed this incident - and 
it was busy that morning - 
shame on you. Not only did 
no-one stop, but no-one has 
come forward to report it to 
the police.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
police confirmed they were 
aware of the incident and 
asked anyone with informa¬ 
tion to contact them on 101.

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More than 1,000 descend 
on Burwell for illegal rave 



YOUNGSTERS from across 
the country caused mayhem 
in Burwell when thousands 
descended for an illegal rave 
at the weekend. 

It was estimated that more 
than 1,000 people attended 
the event on the village’s out¬ 
skirts, abandoning their cars 
nearby. The ravers were even 
suspected of triggering a 
bomb scare in the early hours 
of Sunday. 

Police set up a 200m cordon 
and residents were evacuated 
from their homes after re¬ 
ports of a suspect package in 
a parked car in Hythe Lane. 

A bomb squad attended the 
scene and the package was 
eventually deemed safe. 

The party, on land owned 
by the National Trust be¬ 
tween Wiers Drove and Hythe 
Bridge, started on Saturday 
afternoon and carried on un¬ 
til Sunday afternoon. 

The main rave took place 
in a barn - with people also 
spreading out onto the sur¬ 
rounding paths and fields. 

Police decided against try¬ 
ing to close the gathering 
down but remained on site in

case of any trouble. 

The music was switched off 
at around 3pm, and the party- 
goers started leaving the site. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We understand these inci¬ 
dents have an impact on the 
local community and did 
consider this when making 
this decision. We also ensured 
we consulted with the land 
owner so they understood the 
rationale for our actions.” 

But the ravers have left 
behind human waste, gas 
cylinders and broken glass - 
leaving a team of six at hie Na¬ 
tional Trust having to clean 
up, and they say it could affect 
the wildlife on the site. 

John Hughes, Senior Rang¬ 
er at Wicken Fen, said: “The 
party might have finished for 
those who broke in and held 
this rave, but it has been no 
party for our team of rang¬ 
ers and volunteers who have 
been left to clear up the mess. 

“We’re still assessing the 
financial cost to the Trust to 
repair a broken fence and re¬ 



place locks that were broken 
on bollards designed to stop 
vehicles entering the site, 
whilst the cost to wildlife in¬ 
cludes Barn Owls and Little 
Owls that have been scared 
away from nest boxes and by 
diverting our team’s time to 
this clear-up, we risk falling 
behind on vital habitat man¬ 
agement work which needs 
to be undertaken before the 
winter weather kicks in. 

“We were hoping to graze 
Highland Cattle and Konik 
Ponies on this land, but there 
is now so much broken glass 
it will take a lot of work to 
make it safe.” 

A 20-year-old woman from 
Kettering was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of wasting police time 
and causing a public nui¬ 
sance and a 22-year-old man 
from Wellingborough was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of com¬ 
municating false information. 

The two have been bailed 
by police until December 15. 

On their way out, some of 
the ravers visited the village’s 
Five Bells pub to use the out¬ 
side toilets. 

Lois Barreto, who works at 
the pub, said: “We are just a 
village so you don’t expect it to 
happen here. It’s given every¬ 
one something to talk about.”

Dad is voyeur, not a 
paedophile - court 


A FATHER-of-two from RAF Laken- 
heath who was caught with more 
than 1,800 indecent pictures of chil¬ 
dren is “not a paedophile”, according 
to a judge. 

Christopher Gilland, 34, ofWalnut 
Close, RAF Lakenheath, was handed 
a two-year community order after 
his home was searched on October 
25 last year as part of a nationwide 
police operation. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard when 
computers and a storage device 
seized were later examined, a total 
of 1,835 indecent images of children 
were uncovered. 

Prosecuting, Russell Butcher said 
34 videos were found, some depict¬ 
ing extreme pornography. 

When Gilland was interviewed for

the second time in April this year he 
said he had only been intending to 
download adult pornography and 
had planned to delete the child im¬ 
ages. Mr Butcher told the court that 
some of the children depicted were 
aged as young as two or three. 

Gilland had pleaded guilty to six 
offences of possession of indecent 
images of children, one of posses¬ 
sion of a prohibited image of a child 
and two of possession of extreme 
pornography. 

Mitigating, Hugh Rowland said 
Gilland had no previous convictions 
and the majority of the images had 


been graded at the lowest level of se¬ 
riousness. 

He added that as a result of the 
case, Gilland was currently unem¬ 
ployed. 

Sentencing, fudge fohn Holt told 
Gilland he had read a report which 
said Gilland was a voyeur rather 
than a paedophile. 

fudge Holt said he had also read a 
letter from Gilland’s wife and noted 
she was supporting him. 

Imposing a two-year community 
order, fudge Holt said: “I am quite 
satisfied that you are not a paedo¬ 
phile.” 

Gilland will remain under super¬ 
vision for two years and be required 
to participate in an Internet Sex Of¬ 
fenders Programme.

They were also charged with 
committing the same offence, 
under the Crime and Disorder 
Act 1998, between April 27 and 
May 3 this year. 

Both defendants pleaded not 
guilty to the charges but were

found guilty following a trial at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court. 

The defendants were also 
each charged with posting 
abusive and offensive com¬ 
ments about another man on 
Facebook during April 27 and 
May 2 this year. Both Reeve and 
Tenney pleaded guilty to that 
charge. 

Magistrates adjourned the 
case for pre-sentence reports to 
be prepared and both defend¬ 
ants were released on condi¬ 
tional bail to return to the city’s 
courthouse for sentencing on 
November 17. 

In the meantime, the case has 
triggered a warning from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police to all social 
media users. 

Detective Constable Mark 
Beaven said: “This case should 
serve as a warning to anyone 
who thinks it is acceptable to 
post racist or abusive messages 
on social media sites. 

“People should be under no 
illusions that it is a crime and 
people who behave like this 
face the prospect of being put 
before the courts.”

AROUND 18 months ago 
it was touch and go as to 
whether 52-year-old Helen 
McMenamin-Smith would 
survive. 

In May last year, Helen, 
from Burwell, suffered ex¬ 
tensive injuries when she 
was involved in a horrific ac¬ 
cident involving a motorcy¬ 
cle and a car. 

The collision happened in 
Branch Bank, Prickwillow, 
on May 25 and tragically, 
the motorcyclist, Christie- 
Joe Couzens, 22, of Parsons 
Lane, Littleport, died at the 
scene. 

But thanks to brave pas¬ 
sers-by, Helen was kept alive 
until emergency services ar¬ 
rived to treat her, and last- 
Thursday, she got to meet 
those lifesavers for the first 
time. 

Helen, who lives with her 
husband, John, and daugh¬ 
ter Alyx, 17, in Silver Street, 
said: “I feel tremendously 
lucky to be alive and it was 
overwhelming to meet the 
people who saved my life. 

“That is exactly what they 
did; their instinct kicked in 
and they cared for me until 
the Magpas team and the 
other emergency services 
arrived. Without them, I 
know I wouldn’t be here to¬ 
day.” 

Helen was driving her 
white Volkswagen estate on 
her way home after meeting 
friends when the accident 
happened. The motorcycle 


landed on the roof of her car 
and then burst into flames. 
The car roof subsequently 
caved in and crumpled on 
top of Helen’s head. Then 
the car flipped over onto the 
opposite side of the road. 

Helen was trapped and 
was suffering from life- 
threatening skull fractures, 
as well as severe brain, spine 
and eye injuries. 

But thanks to the extraor¬ 
dinary courage and quick¬ 
thinking of three passers- 
by - Alan Chapman, from 
Littleport, and local couple 
Chris and Nikki Pearson, 
who are both RAF Flight 
Lieutenants and were on 
their way to a local pub - 
Helen survived. 


They pulled her from the 
smoking car with seconds 
to spare, carried her to the 
other side of the road and 
held her in the correct man¬ 
ner to stop her from choking 
on her own blood. 

They kept her neck 
straight and kept her warm 
until Magpas and the other 
emergency services arrived. 

Antonia Brickell, head of 
communications at Magpas, 
who helped to organise the 
reunion, said: “If it had not 
been for those who came 
to her aid, Helen would not 
have survived the terrible 
injuries she endured that 
day.”

AN engineer will be putting his stam¬ 
ina to the test to raise money for a 
charity close to his heart. 

James Hall, 33, has signed up for 
this year’s Men’s Health Survival of 
the Fittest competition - renowned 
as being one of the UK’s most physi¬ 
cally challenging contests. 

But James, from Soham, and his 
friend and work colleague, Lee Moatt, 

18, from Red Lodge, aren’t just partic¬ 
ipating for the fun of it - they are rais¬ 
ing money for Alzheimer’s Research 
UK. 

James’ mum, Anne Hall, 60, has 
had dementia since she was in her 
early 40s, but was only properly diag¬ 
nosed around two years ago. 

James said: “I know what a horrible 
disease dementia is and my mum is 
one of those unlucky people who is 
diagnosed with it at a young age. 

“I think dementia affects a lot of 
people yet for some reason it can get 
forgotten about when it comes to 
fundraising, so I just want to raise as 
much as I can. 

“Lee has agreed to take part in the 
Survival of the Fittest with me, which 
I really appreciate, and we’ve already 
raised around £400 in sponsorship. 

“As far as the challenge itself is con¬ 
cerned, we’re both fairly fit although 
we’re aware it’s going to be tough.” 

James, who works with Lee at Multi 
Fab in Mildenhall, said: “I was diag¬ 
nosed with anaemia around three 
months after I signed up for the chal¬ 
lenge, which has affected my ability 
to train properly, but it’s not as is if I’m 
going to die so I’m just going to give it 
my best shot. 

“I’ve done the Three Peaks Chal¬ 
lenge, the Spartan Race and the Lon¬ 
don Half Marathon before so fingers 
crossed we can do it.” The challenge 
is in London on Sunday, November 
23.

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Uneven road ‘may have 
led to mother’s death’

ROAD defects may have contributed to the 
death of a devoted mum-of-two, an inquest 
heard. 

Maxine Freeman, 37, died when her blue 
Citreon Xsara veered into the path of a lorry, 
in Queen Adelaide Way, Ely 

The tragedy happened on the morning 
of Saturday, May 3 - about one-and-a-half 
miles from the junction with the A142. 

Mrs Freeman, who lived with her hus¬ 
band, Ian, and two young children, Daisy 
and Joshua, in Guntons Close, Soham, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Last Wednesday, an inquest into her death 
was held by William Morris, senior coroner 
for North and East Cambridgeshire. 

The inquest heard the “cracked and une¬ 
ven” surface of Queen Adelaide Way, which 
has since been resurfaced by Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council, could have contributed 
to Mrs Freeman’s death. 

Sgt Gordon Murray, from Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Constabulary’s road policing unit, said: 
“I drove along the road in both directions 
following the accident. 

“The road surface was cracked at the 
point where the collision occurred and due 
to the road being a typical Fen road, it was 
very uneven. At times, my steering wheel 
was being pulled. I was concerned.” 


Sgt Murray called county council high¬ 
ways and asked for someone to attend. 

Warning signs alerting motorists to the 
uneven road surface, and temporary 40mph 
speed limit advisory signs were put in place 
prior to the road being reopened. 

Pc James Thorne said: “The condition of 
the road is a factor when investigating the 
cause of this collision, but to what extent we 
do not know. 

“I believe a momentary driving error 
on Mrs Freeman’s behalf, whilst driving 
over the uneven surface, is the most likely 
cause.” 

The inquest heard that the driver of the 
HGV Tomas Kowalski, was driving in “noth¬ 
ing other than the correct manner”, that the 
weather was fine and that there were no 
faults with either vehicle. 

John O’Donnell, a road technician for the 
county council, said there had only been 
one accident on Queen Adelaide Way in the 
immediate vicinity, and that it had not been 
caused by the road surface. 

He said that at the time of the collision, 
the council was planning to resurface the 
road in 2015/16, but that following the fa¬ 
tality, the work was brought forward. He 
said the work was completed a matter of 
weeks ago and that the condition of the 
road would be inspected every year.

Medical man

“It’s the headquarters of rac¬ 
ing and I’ve always regarded it as 
that. 

“I wanted Newmarket to be the 
flagship course as far as medical 
services are concerned and I’ve 
strived to make it that.” 

Dr Mason said he developed an 
affinity with horses from an early 
age, something which he passed 
on to his triplet daughters. 

He added: “I’ve been around 
horses all my life. 

“My father bred ponies and I 
used to break them in, and my 
girls had their own ponies and 
horses from a young age.” 

Paying tribute to Dr Mason, 
Michael Prosser, head of racing 
for Jockey Club Racecourses, East 
Region, said: “I’ve never met any¬ 
body who gives as much as Andy 
does and puts so much into writ¬ 
ing standing orders and operat¬ 
ing procedures. 

“I firmly believe that Newmar¬ 
ket Racecourses’ medical service 
is the best in the country.”

A group of dogs in Ely are 
proving that they really are 
man’s best friend by helping 
those in need. 

EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 
meets the team - both four¬ 
legged and two-legged - 
behind the K9 Project. 


I T’S a sunny Monday morning 
and, tails wagging and 
eyes smiling, two beautiful 
pooches called Cassie and Billy 
have come bounding over to me 
to say hello, pressing their damp 
noses into my hands as I bend 
down for a stroke. Now that’s a 
lovely way to start the week. 

The furry pair are two of six 
dogs owned by Chris Kent, 
a former social worker who 
now runs a heart-warming 
organisation. 

Called the K9 Project, it 
helps people of all ages to 
change their lives for the better 


- whether they have mental 
health problems, are struggling 
at school or can’t bear to leave 
the house - with a little help 
from man’s best friend. 

“Dogs are non-judgemental: 
they don’t care whether you’re 
fat or thin, or can read and 
write, or are rich or poor. It’s of 
no interest to them whatsoever, 
as long as you can give them a 
cuddle,” says Chris. 

“If you’ve got a group of 
young people who even by 
the age of about 10 think that 
they’re complete rubbish, and 
that they’ve got nothing to offer, 


for a dog to come in and go ‘Yay! 
You’re wonderful! I’m so pleased 
to see you today!’ it just makes 
them feel good, because often 
that’s what they’re not getting.” 

Chris, who lives inWilburton 
with her husband Kevin, 
stumbled across the idea “by 
accident” back in 2008, while 
befriending a boy with special 
needs in a residential home. “He 
was a big lad; he was chucking 
his weight about with the 
staff, and they wanted to find 
something positive for him to 
do, so he started coming out 
dog-walking with me.” 


One of her pets is a feisty 
Staffie called Ruby, “and he liked 
her, so we started helping him 
learn about his behaviour by 
looking at the dog. 

“She was a bit over-excitable 
at the time; she used to play- 
fight and would bully some 
of the other dogs, and he was 
a bully with the staff and the 
other kids. So we helped him 
learn to manage his behaviour 
by saying: ‘How can we help 
Ruby not hurt the other dogs, 
and calm down? Because she 
doesn’t mean it’.” 

Chris devised some 
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worksheets for the boy, “and 
there was a huge change 
in him. Suddenly I thought 
‘Ooh, I could do this! So that 
was the seed of the idea.” 

Today the 59-year-old 
takes the dogs to schools 
and youth groups all 
over Cambridgeshire, 
predominantly to teach the 
young people about animal 
welfare, but subtly giving out 
messages about teamwork, 
kindness and respect along 
the way 

“We often have the 
most difficult bunch of 
kids - all these kids who sit 
in isolation all day - and 
they’ll send us 10 of them 
together, so it’s normally 
quite good fun! They start 
working together, and being 
confident around dogs helps 
them to be confident in 
other situations.” 

Chris also runs a 
programme - Take the 
Lead - for adults with 
issues ranging from social 
anxiety to mental health 
problems: “It’s about 
building confidence, 
getting people out of the 
house - we have a lot of 
people who don’t leave 
the house - so the dogs are 
the hook to get them in,” 
she says. “We start learning 
about the dogs, what we like 
about the dogs, what dogs 
need, and then what we 
need as people.” 

And no-one, she says, 
breaks down barriers better 
than our canine friends. 
“They’re fun and they’re 
‘hands on’, so it gives you 
something to do if you’re 
nervous. You’ve got dogs to 
stroke, dogs to talk to, dogs 
to talk about... 

“And we know the science 
behind it: stroking a dog 
lowers your blood pressure 
and reduces your heart 
rate, and eye contact with 
a dog produces oxytocin, 
the feel-good chemical. 

Lots of people don’t like eye 
contact, so if you can start 
having contact with a dog, 
you get a rush of oxytocin - 
and so do they, it’s mutually 
beneficial! - and then maybe 


you can start practising 
having eye contact with 
people, and getting the same 
feeling of connection.” 

Chris’s pooches range 
from a tiny hyperactive Jack 
Russell called Izzy to a huge 
bull mastiff cross Rottweiler, 
Taz. And they’re all rescue 
dogs: beautiful border collie 
Billy was retrieved from the 
pound on the day he was 
due to be put down. 

“Billy’s a lovely metaphor 
because he’s had such a bad 
start,” says Chris. “He was 
probably born in a shed 
in the middle of nowhere, 
because he’s very frightened 
of people and extremely 
frightened of noise. But he’s 
grown a lot in confidence, 
and has had a richer life 


would’ve 

done if he’d just lived with a 
family.” 

Meanwhile Cassie, a 
super-gentle mongrel, was 
thrown out of a moving car 
as a pup; Chris has had her 
since she was 12 weeks old. 
“Cassie is the most intuitive 
out of all of them. She will go 
to people that need her to go 
to them; she’ll trot off after 
people if they’re upset.” 

As well as the workshops 
and group sessions, for 
nearly a year Chris has been 
running the K9 Cafe at the 
Ely Cathedral Centre (who 
very generously only charge 
the K9 gang a pittance). 
Every Thursday from 10am 
to noon, the doors open 
for tea and coffee - and, of 
course, doggy treats. 

Some people come to 


socialise their dogs, others 
because they can’t have a pet 
and fancy a canine cuddle, 
“but most people that come 
have an issue of one sort or 
another. We set the K9 Cafe 
up because we didn’t have 
funding to do anything else, 
and it was the cheapest 
possible way of giving 
people the opportunity to 
stay in touch.” 

Is it carnage, with all the 
dogs? “It can be a bit!” she 
laughs. “But most of them 
are good.” 

Chris’s dream is to have 
their own venue, “where we 
can run the cafe and some 
groups. We’ve won loads of 
awards, but there’s nowhere 
to put them up! Our own 
venue would give us a sense 
of our own identity, but it’ll 
only happen if I got a really 
big lottery funding grant, 
or somebody donated me a 
shop...” 

But for the moment, she’s 
happy just giving a helping 
hand - and several helping 
paws - to those who need 
it the most. “It’s fabulous. 
There’s always someone 
doing well, and I love to 
see the dogs with a sense 
of purpose, because a lot of 
dogs just sit around at home 
for 10 hours a day doing 
nothing. If it didn’t work for 
the dogs, I wouldn’t do it, 
but they get something from 
it as well. 

“Everyone’s journey 
is different,” she adds. 

“We’ve got a girl with 
quite substantial learning 
difficulties who comes, but 
is welcomed by everyone 
else, and that’s what makes 
us unique. Normally you 
have separate services 
for people with learning 
difficulties, mental health 
problems, disabilities... but 
we just bring everybody in 
together, and they bond 
really quickly. 

“I’ve run groups of 
different sorts all of my life, 
but I’ve never seen groups 
come together so quickly as 
they do around the dogs. It 
just works,” she beams. “It’s 
very, very powerful.”

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WHEN John Mayall formed The Bluesbreakers 
in 1963, he had no idea he would end up 
being forever labelled as ‘The Godfather of 
British Blues*. 

And now he is undertaking a year-long 
world tour, with the UK leg including a stop 
at Cambridge Corn Exchange. 

Yes, I hear you say, many artists tour the 
world and play the UK. There's nothing 
special in that. But, the thing about John is 
that he's 80 years old and will be 81 in the 
week after the UK tour ends. 

"Age doesn't come into it," he tells me 
from his home in California. "I'm pretty 
healthy and as long as I've got the energy to 
perform, then I will. As long as I can play my 
music, that's the main thing." 

From an early age, John was attracted to 
blues music. "I didn't really have a choice," 
he says. "The Blues is all about expressing 
feelings and I never learned to read or write 
music so I play what I feel." 

The Bluesbreakers provided a 'leg-up' 
to some of this country's greatest guitar 
legends with Eric Clapton, Jack Bruce (who 
went on to form Cream); Mick Fleetwood, 
Peter Green and John McVie (later 
Fleetwood Mac), Andy Fraser (Free) and 
Mick Taylor (Rolling Stones) all being part of 
the band at one time or another. 

Plenty of prodigious talent there, but does 
anybody stand out? John does not hesitate. 
"Obviously Eric Clapton is the first one that 
drew attention to our work, he was, and is, 
a great player and we shared a love of blues 
music." 


MICHAEL HUTCHINSON grills legendary Blues 
singer John Mayall on his new album and 
touring at 80 

Although some great guitarists graced the 
band, it is not John's main instrument. "No," 
he agrees. "The keyboard has always been 
my main instrument, but I tend to spread 
it about. Each song suggests to me what 
instrument I play on it." 

John's current band consists of himself, 
Texan guitarist Rocky Athas and two 
Chicago-born musicians: bassist Greg Rzab 
and drummer Jay Davenport. Together, 
they have recorded A Special Life, John's 
first studio album in five years. The album 
contains some new compositions, as well as 
some old blues favourites. 

"Everything I write is about real life," John 
explains. "I feel that I have had a special life 
- hence the title." 

You can expect a smattering of new and 
old tracks spanning his career on the tour, 
which John promises will also be "special". 

"We really do a different show every 
night," he says. "There's so much to choose 
from and they all have special meanings. 
We'll change maybe five songs from night to 
night." 

"Of course, we'll try and include songs 
from the earliest to the latest; it'll be a good 
cross-section and," he adds with a grin. "It'll 
keep the band on its toes."

Twelfth 


THE Stage recently slapped four stars 
on the English Touring Theatre and 
Sheffield Theatre’s version of Twelfth 
Night and called it “fresh, other¬ 
worldly and disturbingly sensual”. 
Sounds promising, doesn’t it? 

Shakespeare’s classic tale of 
twins and mistaken identity takes 
place after an epic shipwreck during 
which siblings Viola and Sebastian 
are separated. Viola, presuming her 
brother is dead and gone, leaps at a 
chance to disguise herself as a young 
man named Cesario, with whom 
fancy Countess Olivia falls in love. 

The thing is, Cesario (Viola) is in 
love with a duke, and then Sebastian 
shows up and falls head over heels 
for Olivia. 

As you’d expect, things become 
eloquently and beautifully messy. It is 
Shakespeare after all. 

First performed in 1602, this 
latest production, which is coming to 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, is directed 
by the ever-provocative, deliberately 
controversial “enfant terrible” of 
British theatre, Jonathan Munby.

WE may have had storms and rain, 
but while the ground's workable, 
gardeners should make the most of 
the time they have left to do the jobs 
which will give them a head start next 
year. 

Whether it's revamping your lawn, 
dividing perennials, trimming hedges, 
clearing weeds or preparing the 
greenhouse for winter, you should 
leave no stone unturned if you want 
to get things in order for spring. 

Don't delay in completing these 
tasks: 

■ Plant new trees, shrubs and roses. 
These should benefit from the warm 
soil, which encourages root growth 
to develop quickly. You will need to 
give them a good soak when planting 
initially, but hopefully rain will play a 
part too. Just keep an eye on newly- 
planted specimens and don't allow 
them to dry out if we don't have wet 
weather. The plants should establish 
over the winter, giving you a head 
start for spring. 

■ Revamp your lawn. With all the 
autumn rain we've had, the ground 
will be soft enough to either turf or 
reseed a new lawn, or repair an old

one. If you are laying new turf, good 
preparation is the key, which will 
mean removing weeds and stones, 
digging over the soil adding compost 
or well-rotted farmyard manure and 
incorporating sharp grit on heavy 
soil, and levelling the area off to a 
fine tilth on which to sow seed or lay 
turf. It needs to be kept well watered, 
although the rain should help at this 
time of year, and seed needs to be 
protected from birds with netting, 
elevated by placing shortened 
twigs or canes around the area and 
securing the netting to them. 

■ Divide perennials. Now is the 


perfect time to split those plants 
which have become congested while 
they are dormant but before the 
ground becomes too hard to dig 
them out. Perennials which benefit 
from dividing every few years include 
hostas (but you'll need a knife to cut 
through the thick roots), cranesbill 
geranium, montbretia, rudbeckia, 
helenium and aster. You can also 
move plants which aren't happy in 
their allotted space to a spot where 
they may be happier. 

■ Trim hedges, tidying evergreens 
which should remain neat until 
spring. Evergreens should not put on 
much new growth during winter, so 
should save you the job of pruning 
them in spring, when you may risk 
disturbing nesting birds. Deciduous 
shrubs can be pruned into winter. 

■ Weed out the worst culprits. If you 
do a final weed before the perennial 
weeds disappear for the winter, you 
should hopefully make your task 
lighter when they come back in 
spring. Look out for ground elder, 
couch grass and bindweed, which are 
among the most pernicious weeds 
and try to dig up all the white roots 


which, if left in the ground, will just 
sprout up again next year. 

■ Increase your stock. Take 
hardwood cuttings in late autumn 
to propagate shrubs including roses, 
willows, philadelphus, weigelas 
and dogwoods. Cut woody shoots 
for the base of the current year's 
growth, trim below a leaf joint and 
remove the tip to leave the cuttings 
20-30cm (8-12in) long. Dip the base 
into hormone rooting powder, make 
a slit trench in a well cultivated but 
vacant area of the garden, push the 
cuttings in vertically, 30cm (12in) 
apart and firm the soil back around 
them, closing the trench. Water them 
in. This time next year they may have 
rooted enough to be moved. 

■ Spruce up the greenhouse. If the 
weather's still sunny, there's no better 
time to wash the windows, remove 
the shading, clean the staging and do 
any structural repairs needed. Then 
you can insulate the greenhouse 
with bubble wrap in preparation for 
winter. A cleaner greenhouse may 
encourage you in the coming months 
to sow hardy annuals and perennials 
for the year to come.

Cup king Moore 


RYAN Moore and the German- 
trained Protectionist ran away with 
an Emirates Melbourne Cup which 
produced a tremendous result for 
British interests. 

Not only could the victory be 
celebrated, with Newmarket-based 
Moore cementing his position as 
the world’s top jockey in yet another 
continent, but Newmarket trainer 
Ed Dunlop’s Red Cadeaux managed 
another heroic effort at Flemington 
to fill the runner-up spot for the 
third time in four years. 

Moore rode with typical tactical 
astuteness, holding Protectionist 
some way behind a strong pace set by 
the Roger Varian-trained My Ambiva¬ 
lent, and was aboard a lightly-raced 
and weighted colt with such evident 
superiority over his rivals that he 
blitzed four lengths clear. 

With two furlongs to go, it 
appeared the unthinkable might 
happen as the eight-year-old Red 
Cadeaux hit the front and pressed 
on for Gerald Mosse, while Moore 


was still wriggling through rivals. 

Just over a furlong later, though, 
Protectionist was past him and flying 
to glory in Australia’s national sport¬ 
ing event, while Red Cadeaux fought 
on laudably to prevent Who Shot 
Thebarman from taking second. 

“It’s a massive day for me but I 
had a really good horse to do the 
work for me,” said Moore. 

“We wanted to be a bit further 
forward, but the pace was strong 
the whole way. He just took the 
gaps and they came. 

“He hadn’t had a lot of practice, 
there was a big field and they go 
quick early on, it’s quite intense,” 
said Moore. 

“With a mile to go, it was matter of 
picking my way though and having to 
find a path, he got there quite easily” 

Moore had landed the Cox Plate 
just over a week ago, before travel¬ 
ling to America and back for the 
Breeders’ Cup, and has countless 
other global titles to his name. 

“I’d say it feels similar,” he said. 


“The Cox Plate is more from a pur¬ 
ist’s point of view, they are the best 
horses in a weight-for-age, maybe 
like the King George or the Arc. 

“This is the greatest race, like the 
Grand National back home, as the 
whole country gets taken up by it. 

“I wouldn’t view any of those races 
differently, they are all special on the 
day. 

“Good days are hard to come by, 
but there are plenty of bad ones. 

“You don’t get too excited, you 
wait for the next disappointment.” 

Protectionist’s part-owners Austral¬ 
ian Bloodstock are likely to send him 
to domestic trainer Kris Lees with a 
view to the major Sydney races during 
March and April, and that could be 
the next port of call for Red Cadeaux, 
with Dunlop left both thrilled and a 
bit frustrated. 

“We can’t win it!” he said. “I think 
we kicked on plenty soon enough 
for us, the winner was very good on 
the day and yet again we’ve been 
second, but what a horse. 


“He’s probably going to break 
another record now as the greatest 
bridesmaid ever, but we’re always 
susceptible to these younger horses. 

“All credit to a magnificent winner, 
but we’re very proud - we’ll have to 
come back again! 

“We’ll wait and see how he is, he’s 
old and it takes a lot out of him. 

“He’s an amazing horse, simply 
amazing. We normally go to Hong 
Kong but I would like to come back 
to Sydney. 

“It might be bonkers, but I would 
like to go home and then come 
back again.” 

Saeed bin Suroor was pleased 
with Willing Foe’s fifth-placed 
finish, with John Gosden of the 
opinion Gatewood (12th) did not 
stay. 

Marco Botti’s Seismos was 
scuppered by a poor draw in ninth, 
while My Ambivalent and the John¬ 
ny Murtagh pair of Royal Diamond 
and Mutual Regard were all well 
beaten.
